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Hyderabad floods: Cops pull out a car stuck In 
overflowing water using JCB machine

HYDERABAD: Two passengers, who were travelling in a car on Saturday 
night, caught on a road which is full of rain water in Hyderabad's 
Abdullapurmet. The local police reached out to the motorists and brought 
them to safety by using a JCB machine. 

The police tied a rope to the car and pulled it in the dark, using the JCB, 
when the flow of rain water was very strong. 

The incident took place at Lashkarguda, which is between Bastasingaram 
and Masjidpur villages. The rain water was about 4-feet-deep at the 
location where the car was caught. 



"I was travelling from LB Nagar towards Batsingaram in a car with a load of groceries. But after reaching Lashkarguda, the 
water current was so strong, I could not move ahead in my car. I immediately called the police and local surpanch. They 
brought in JCB and saved me," T Sudhakar, who is one of the two who survived, recalled.
